Deneen has retained Colonel Isaac 
Ellwood, the steel and wire magnate 
of DeKalb , on the state railroad and 
warehouse commission.

Ellwood may b e Deneen’s candidate 
for United States senator against Al­ 
b ert. J. Hopkins. Col. Ellwood has 
b een a memb er of the hoard since 
early in the Yates 
administration. 
He had no use for the place for his 
fortune is one of the largest In the 
state, and tenure of office Is not es­ 
sential to his controlling his county. 
It was common gossip that Col. Ell­ 
wood trie dto resign, b ut Yates would 
not accept his resignation. Now the 
only ex planation given for Governor 
Deneen’s not handing the appoint­ 
ment to one of the many applicants 
is the notion that the administration 
may need him in the anti-Hopkins 
fight. 
Col. Ellwood, however, has always 
b een friendly to Mr. Hopkins 
and 
they usually have stood together in 
northern Illinois politics. Ellwood’s 
county voted for Yates on the 
first 
b allot in the deadlock convention b e­ 
cause the colonel was an appointee 
of the administration, b ut on sub se­ 
q uent roll calls divided its vote, Low- 
den, the federal candidate, getting 
a majority of the delegates. On the 
final b allot Col. Ellwood stayed out 
of the Deneen camp and went down 
with the Lowden forces. 
If the governor induces Ellwood to 
run for senator against Hopkins it 
is conceded he would b e playing very 
shrewd politics, hut there is doub t 
whether the colonel would consent 
to make the race. The administra- 


tion is warranted in b elieving that 
such a plan would cut a b ig hole in 
the Hopkins territory.
